Being a By-law to establish an Interim Tax Levy for the 
year 1984. 

The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302, Section 159 
and amendments thereto, provides the authority for Council to 
levy an interim rate on the whole of the assessment for real 
property and business assessment according to the last revised 
assessment roll. 

The amount levied shall not exceed 50 per cent of that which 
would be produced by applying to such assessment the total rate 
for all purposes levied in the preceding year on residential 
real property and business assessments respectively for public 
school supporters. 

The 1983 Residential Public Mill Rate was 216.79; and the 
1983 Business Public Mill Rate was 255.06. 

The Council deems it necessary to levy an Interim rate to 
meet expenditures prior to the final Mill Rate being established 
after the estimated expenditures and revenues are adopted. 

THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Corporation of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 

1. An Interim Levy of 80 Mills shall be imposed on all 
residential real property. 

2. An Interim Levy of 95 Mills shall be imposed on all 
commercial real property. 

3. An Interim Levy of 95 Mills shall be imposed on all 
business assessments. 

4. Local Improvement charges commencing in 1984 for municipal 
drain and tile drainage debentures shall have 1/3 of the 
total due for the year placed on the interim tax bill. 
All other Local Improvement charges that were placed on 
the interim bill in previous years shall continue to 

be charged. 

5. The Interim Levy shall be due in whole (one payment) on or 
before March 30th, 1984. 

6. By-law Number 484-83, enacted the 1st day of February, 1983, 
is hereby repealed.

The Drainage Act, R.S.O. 1980, Section 62, and amendments 
thereto, empowers Council to amend assessment schedules to provide 
proper contributions towards the drainage works based on actual 
costs on a pro-rata basis according to the assessments in the 
original estimate . 

THEREFORE, Be it Enacted by the Municipal Council of The

1. The assessments listed in the actual cost column shall be 
levied and assessed against the appropriate lands.

to By-law Number 534-84 
TOWNSHIP OF BLANDFORD- BLENHEIM

Part of Lots 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6, Concession 14 (Former Blandford) 

Part of the Road Allowance between Concessions 12 and 13; and 
Concessions 13 and 14, at Lots 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 (Former Blandford) 

AND WHEREAS the estimated cost of constructing the drainage 
work is $14,200.00 . 

AND WHEREAS $14,200.00 is the amount to be contributed by 
the municipality for construction of the drainage works. 

AND WHEREAS the Council is of the opinion that the drainage 
of the area is desirable. 

THEREFORE the Council of the Township of Blandford-Blenheim 
pursuant to the Drainage Act, R.S.O. 1980 , enacts as follows:

(c) moneys paid under subsection 61 (3) of the Act; 

and 

such debentures shall be made payable within Five (5) years 
from the date of the debenture and shall bear interest at a 
rate not higher than the rate charged by The Ontario Municipal 
Improvement Corporation on the date of sale of such debentures 
The Restructured County of Oxford shall handle the sale of 
such debentures, with interest at the prevailing rates at the 
time of the debenture sale. The Municipality of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim shall make annual payments without 
coupons payable to the Restructured County of Oxford.

2. Albert Street West, on the North Side from Wilmot Street 
to John Street. 

2. Parking or leaving of motor vehicles is prohibited Monday 
through Friday from 8:00 a.m. until 5:00 p.m. on the 
following streets . 

1. Wilmot Street, east side and west side from Albert 
Street West to Mill Street West. 

3. Parking or leaving of motor vehicles is prohibited on the 
following streets. 

1. Piatt Street North, on the East Side from Mill Street 
East to Young Street East. 

2. Mill Street East, on the North Side and the South Side 
from Piatt Street North to the Easterly limit of the 
Curling Club building located on the North Side of 
Mill Street East. 

4. The Chief By-law Enforcement Officer for the Township shall 
impose Parking Violation Tags in the amount of $5.00 in 
accordance with Section 321 of the Municipal Act, as amended, 
on all motor vehicles which are parked or left in the 
restricted parking zones, as described in Sections 1, 2 

and 3 . 

5. The owner or operator of the motor vehicle may, within 7 days, 
make voluntary payment to the Treasurer of the Township of 
Blandford-Blenheim the fine imposed for the parking offence. 

6. If a voluntary payment is not made in accordance with the 
procedure provided in Section 4, the proceedings of The 
Provincial Offences Act, and the penalties provided in this

AND WHEREAS, this Act makes provision for Head of Council to 
declare that an emergency exists in the municipality or in any 
part thereof and also provides Head of Council with authority 
to take such action or deliver such orders as he considers 
necessary and are not contrary to law to implement the emergency 
plan of a municipality; 

AND WHEREAS, the Act authorizes employees of a municipality to 
take action under the emergency plans where an emergency exists 
but has not yet been declared to exist; 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows; 

1. That the Emergency Plan attached hereto as Schedule "A" of 
this By-law is hereby adopted; 

2. That the Head of Council or Acting Head of Council as 
provided in the plan is empowered to declare an emergency; 

3. That certain appointed officials or their designated alternates 
as provided in the Schedule "A" plan are empowered to cause 
an emergency alert to be issued to members of the Municipal 
Control Group and to take action under the emergency plans 
where an emergency exists but has not yet been declared to 
exist; and 

4. That annually, the Municipal Control Group will cause the 
emergency plan to be reviewed and to make such changes to its 
appendices as are considered appropriate while referring all 
other changes to Council for further review and approval.

PEACETIME EMERGEHCY PLAN 

1. AIM - To plan for the continuing co-ordinated operation of 

those services required in an apprehended or actual 
peacetime emergency. 

2. TASKS - Municipal tasks shall be: 

a. The most expenditious RESPONSE , by all required 
Services, to the emergency, 

b. the immediate establishment of CONTROL , by the local 
Government, over all Emergency operations, 

c. the immediate institution of on-site CROWD CONVER- 
GENCE controls, so that only authorized personnel 
are permitted in and out of the Emergency Area, 
thereby ensuring emergency operations are not 
impeded and that additional casualties are prevented, 

d. immediate action to eliminate, wherever possible 
sources of POTENTIAL DANGER within the emergency 
area, including personnel evacuation and balanced 
distribution to area medical facilities, 

e. the RESCUE of trapped persons, 

f . on-site first aid treatment of CASUALTIES including 
supervised evacuation and balanced distribution to 
area medical facilities, 

g. the provision of those SOCIAL SERVICES considered 
essential to persons affected by the incident, 
including Emergency Services Personnel, and 

h. the dissemination, as soon as practicable, of 

factual official information, to the following: 

(i) Officials involved in the Emergency operations, 

(ii) the news media, and 

(iii) concerned individuals seeking personal 
information. 

3. CONTROL GROUP 

The Control Group will be responsible for providing essential 
services and direction and control of all Emergency Operations. 
It shall be comprised of the following position incumbents 
OR their Deputy: 

Mayor Ontario Provincial Police 

Clerk PUC Manager and/or Ontario Hydro 

Fire Chief Social Services Co-Ordinator 

Road Superintendent Deputy Clerk 
Medical Officer of Health 

The purpose of this group is to ensure an immediate and 
continuous exchange of ideas, information and recommendations, 
thereby providing for comprehensive action decisions by the 
Mayor OR the elected Official present, selected by his peers 
to fill the position of Mayor. The Control Group will assemble 
at the municipal offices or police headquarters OR any 
designated operations control site. 
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4. DECLARATION OF AM EMERGENCY 

The Mayor or his/her Deputy, should he/she be absent or 
incapacitated, may upon consultation with those members of the 
Control Group present, declare an emergency to exist and may, 
for the purpose of this Plan, designate any area within the 
Municipality as an "Emergency Area" . 

In the event of such a declaration, he/she may, also authorize 
any or all of the following actions: 

a. the evacuation of the "Emergency Area" buildings considered 
dangerous or of persons considered to be in danger. 

b. the dispersal of persons within the "Emergency Area" who 
are considered to be in danger or whose presence impedes 
emergency operations, 

c. the discontinuation of any service/utility, without 
reference to any municipal customer, where continuation of 
such service/utility may constitute a public hazard, 
within the Emergency Area; 

d. provide welfare services, on a temporary basis, for any 
resident requiring assistance due to displacement resultant 
of the emergency, and 

e. the call-up and utilization of any or all municipal 
personnel, equipment and material. 

5. In addition, the following actions may also be initiated, if 
considered essential ; 

a. request personnel and equipment assistance of voluntary and 
other agencies not under Municipal contro; i.e. Red Cross, 
Local Church and Service Organizations, St. John Ambulance, 
Salvation Army, Provincial or Federal Government etc. 

b. the establishment of an Information Centre for the issue of 
factual information to the news media and authoritative 
instructions to the general public. Once this Information 
Centre is established, any future media announcements from 
the control group members will be cleared through the 
Information Centre. 

c. the establishment of a reporting and inquiry centre to issue 
information, on all aspects of the emergency, to concerned 
individuals. This centre is to be in a location removed 
from the central disaster area. 

d. institute a system whereby the balanced distribution of 
casualties Co area medical facilities is ensured. 

i. Should the implementation of the aforementioned actions be 
insufficient to control the emergency, Provincial Government 
assistance may be requested as detailed in Appendix "3" to 
Schedule "A" to this plan. 

• IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PLAN 

The Plan may be implemented resultant of any real or apprehended 
peacetime emergency, by any member of the Control Group, 
initiating the "Emergency Alerting System", which assembles 
the Control Group, and places all essential services in a 
"state of readiness". The Emergency Alerting System will be 
activated by authorizing the Woodstock O.P.P. Department to 
commence the telephone alerting format. 

i. EMERGENCY ALERTING SYSTEM 

The member of the Control Group activating the Emergency 
Alerting System shll provide direction to the alerting agency 
in keeping with the step detailed as Appendix "1" attached.

The Mayor and Woodstock O.P.P. Detachment Commander 
will be responsible for the general direction and 
control of the Emergency Operation, and will utilize 
the entire Control Group. The Mayor will at all times 
be guided, in the exercising of his/her responsibilitie 
by the advice provided by the Control Group. All 
Control Group members will report to the Mayor unless 
otherwise directed. The Mayor will ensure that all 
members of Council are kept informed on all emergency 
situations. 

The Clerk as prime municipal employee, will; advise 
Council on Government legislation and financial 

matters, and record all Control Group proceedings, 

coordinate the collection, collation and dissemination 
of factual information, and 

provide the conveniences and equipment required for 
the efficient operation of the Control Group. 

The Police Department will compile and maintain a 
current telephone numbers listing which will permit 
that service to expeditiously implement the Emergency 
Alerting System as detailed in Appendix "1".

Protect local water supplies as considered appropriate 
in conjunction with the Public Health Authorities.

(j) Protect local watercourses from pollution as deemed 
appropriate in conjunction with the Public Health 
Authorities. 

The Medical Officer of Health (MOH) will arrange: 

In consort with the Police Department, on-site first 
aid treatment or qualified medical attention. 

Mass immunization, where necessary. 

Balanced casualty distribution to area hospital 
facilities. 

Potability of emergency water supplies. 

Essential Public Health proclamations, and 

Determine in consort with other involved agencies 
risk of and necessary action concerning environmental 
contaminants . 

The Social Services Coordinator will: 

When authorized by the Control Group, provide 
emergency feeding, clothing, and housing to any person 
requiring such assistance as a result of the incident.

COMMUNICATIONS 



1. It is essential that adequate reliable communications be 
available to the Control Group, Emergency Services, etc.

5. Standard Broadcast Stations - The S.B. Stations normally

With the prior approval of the Mayor, 
the Clerk will ensure that only factual and comprehensive 
information is passed to S.B. Stations for broadcast to 
the public .

1. Paragraphs 5 and 6 of the Plan detail the circumstances under 
which Additional Aid may be sought. 

2. LOCAL AID

4. ADMINISTRATION 

(a) Personnel - The Mayor will ensure that the Control Group, 

Emergency Services and any additional manpower 
are aware of their responsibilities respecting Administr- 
ation, Operations, Direction and Control. 

(b) Control of Equipment and Material - In many cases, 

assistance will consist 
of equipment and material only. It therefore becomes 
incumbent upon the Municipality as the borrower to 
establish stringent control over the use of such equipment 
and materials.

By-law Number 541-84, enacted on the same date;

Being a By-law to prescribe the duties of the Chief By-law 
Enforcement Officer. 

WHEREAS The Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302, Section 
208, Subsection 45, and amendments thereto, provides the authority 
for councils of all municipalities to appoint such officers and 
servants as may be necessary for the purpose of the corporation, 
or for carrying into effect the provisions of any Act of the 
Legislature or by-law of the council and provides the authority 
for council to prescribe duties; 

AND WHEREAS Council deems it expedient to establish a policy 
for enforcing municipal by-law infractions; 

NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Township 
of Blandford-Blenheim enacts as follows: 



DEFINITIONS: 



for the purpose of this by-law the following 
shall be deemed to apply: 



Officer - means the Chief By-law Enforcement Officer or his 
assistant, duly appointed by the Council of the 
Township of Blandford-Blenheim by a separate by-law, 

Council - means the Council of the Township of Blandford- 
Blenheim. 

The Officer shall investigate all by-law infractions that are 

brought to the attention of the Officer. 

The Officer shall maintain an infraction sheet for every 
individual grievance that shall record the following 
information: 

3.1 Date, nature and origin of the particular complaint. 

3.2 Date complaint was investigated and a comment from the 
Officer indicating if in the Officer's opinion a 
violation exists.

The Officer shall discuss the infraction and his findings 
with the party whose complaint gave rise to the 
investigation and thereafter the Officer shall proceed 
as follows: 



3.3.1 



Send a courtesy letter to the Offender advising 
that their is an infraction with request that it 
be rectified. 



- or - 



3.3.2 



Send a letter by registered mail to the offender 
requiring complete compliance to the particular 
by-law infraction. 



The Officer shall advise Council on his monthly report of 
all matters described in Sections 3.3.1 and 3.3.2. 

The Officer shall determine from time to time and with the 
approval of Council the length of time allowed to correct an 
infraction prior to court action being initiated. The 
Officer may categorize the various offences and have differing 
time periods for the type of infraction to be corrected, 
provided that consistency of time per individual infraction 
class is maintained. 
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Upon expiry of the time period allowed in Section 5 the 
Officer shall inspect the premises to determine if the 
infraction has been corrected either entirely or in part. 
In the event that only partial compliance has been achieved 
the Officer shall provide a second and final request for 
compliance in accordance with the time periods outlined 
in Section 5 hereof. 

If it appears after inspection that no attempt has been made 
to correct the subject violation then in such case 
immediately after the expiry of the time period as laid down 
in Section 6 hereof, the Officer shall thereupon commence 
Court proceedings. 

The provisions of this by-law establish the procedure to be 
followed by the Officer with respect to dealing with all 
by-law infractions regardless of remedial attempts to 
legalize a violation save only in such cases as Council may 
otherwise direct. 

Council may in its direction amend the terms and conditions 
of all municipal by-laws from time to time in order to avoid 
a second court appearance for the alleged violation.

WHEREAS The Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement System 
Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 348, Section 15 , and amendments thereto, 
provides that a municipality or local board may by by-law or 
resolution elect to participate in the Ontario Municipal Employees 
Retirement System and pay to the Fund the total of the employer 
and member contributions, and has all the powers necessary and 
incidental thereto;
